Before dawn tins morning, the Chi­ 
nese launched their first assault on 
Japanese positions in the shell-ruined 
native quarters of Shanghai. A sharp 
battle continued for an hour, apparent­ 
ly without decisive result. 
Then, after a 10-minute lull, the en­ 
gagement was resumed and was still 
progressing at Iasi reports. 
In the north, the Japanese advances 
below P< iping and Tientsin continued 
at full force. General Count Terauchi. 
the supreme Japan* se commander on 
the northen front, adopted th*' military 
strategy Von Hindenburg used so many 
times in the World War— pushing his 
offensives by means of circling and 
flanking maneuvers. 
In an effort to halt the Japanese push 
in the north, the tirst Chinese war 
planes to appear on that front roared 
over Tatung from Taiyuan this morn­ 
ing. Unofficial Japanese reports charge 
the aircraft were of Soviet manufac­ 
ture. 
A Japanese aerial squadron drove 
them off before they had a chance to 
bomb Nipponese* army positions. 
The invading troops registered ad­ 
vance's through Hopei and Shansi prov­ 
inces of from five to IO m iles depite 
withering tire from Chinese machine 
guns.
